Foundations for Farming 

Zambia is a developing 
country with widespread 
poverty (64% living on 
less than $1.25 per day). 
80% of the rural popu- 
lation makes a living 
through small-scale 
subsistence farming, 
but due to poor 




agricultural practices, many struggle to pro- 
duce yields that will sustain themselves and 
their families. Foundations addresses this 
issue (sometimes increasing land yields by up 
to 1000%) by providing biblically based tech- 
niques to farming with the ultimate goal of 
hearts being changed as participants learn to 
do all things as unto the Lord. 




Vision 240 

The main goal of all Eleeo Project ministries 
is that every man, woman & child in the 
Chikankata Chiefdom (nearly 100,000 people 
living in 240 villages) will have a repeated 
opportunity to hear and accept or reject the 
gospel of Christ. It is our belief that this will 
only be accomplished through planting local 
churches that are equipped to reach out, make 
disciples, and then minister to the needs of 
their respective communities. Because of this, 
our hope is that a healthy evangelical church 
will be planted in each of the 240 villages that 
comprise the Chikankata chiefdom, hence the 
name "Vision 240."
